ton. 


HOT AFTER OUTLAWS. 


At the games the boys-police the 
gTounds and woe to any “outlaw kid’ 
who tries to scale the fence. The moral 
effect of “the organization is so great 
that a 10-year-old “cop” will tackle an 
intruder twice nis size and enforce hit 
rule. Once or twice some hardy in- 
dividual has ventured to disobey and 
has found himself swamped under a 
wave of youngsters that he could not 
resist. After the games they ge over 
the grounds and bleachers and pick 
up and turn in all kinds of articles left 
by the spectators. This ie a remark- 
able thing when one considers that 
some®f these boys have before 
the juvenile court and several of them 
are on probation. Also, petty larceny 
was the rule before the club came into 
being. 

‘The changes in the boys away from 
the university are equally as surpris- 
ing. Confirmed truants have become 
regular in their attendance at school, 
many have quit emoking when they 
found that athletes in training do 
not smoke, and the difference in their 
language i# remarkable. Parents of 
some of the boys have come to May 
to find out why their boys were so 
much better behaved. 

Not long ago the student body gave 
a party on the yniversity ground¢. 
May told the bo t they were not 
expected to be ¢ campus at all 
on that evening,"timT they were go- 
ing to have a ~ week. 
During the evenin just two 
of the club meniters dy the grounds 
and these were club police sent by the 
chief to see that everything went off 
all right. The “cops” stayed on the 
job till the perty was over, then quiet- 
ly went homte. The contrast between 
this and former occasions, on which 
the boys did as much mischief as pos- 


This problem is not local; many 
other institutions must be bothered in 
much the safe: way, and it may well 
be that May has done a great deal 
more than he set out to do.

‘In response to requests of eastern 
statistical bureaus, Mayor Rose yes- 
terday estimated the population of 
Los Angeles at 630,000.
